The lad. how¬ 
ever, kept his wits . . . and on the first mad rush of the boar he 
took a volume of Aristotle, which he was carrying under his arm 
and thrust it down the beast’s throat. Thus he rendered the wild 
boar harmless and escaped unscathed from the attack. 

From that day Until the present the boar’s head is served at 
dinner every Christmas at Queen’s College . . . accompanied by the 
same Carol that is sung by our Choir. And so goes the story— 
which you may take with a pinch of Christmas plum pudding! 

“Bob” Phillips takes the office of chef every Christmas when 
the Carol is sung. White-coated and his face wreathed in a broad 
smile, Bob does a very convincing job of bearing the boar’s head 
on a huge trencher. 

Mr. W. Davidson 
Thomson has been Choirmaster for all that period . . . and to him 
great thanks are due for so successfully performing an arduous 
task.

He mentioned too that Lady 
Cooper had been happy to meet many in the group, when 
working at Beaver House, London, that famous Canadian 
Service Club. The Governor said that over 1,000 employ¬ 
ees throughout the Company were due to return from 
military service and that plans were working out well 
to absorb them all.
